If Truman Runs, GOP to Pick 
Sen. Taf t 'and Will Beat Him' 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Senator Brewster (R-Me) said today if 


President Truman will make it clear he wants the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination the Republicans "will pick Senator Taft as his 
opponent." 


"If the Demociats will give us Tiuman, the Republicans will beat 


him with Taft," Brewster declared m an interview. 


Told about the statement. Taft 


shrugged his shoulders, .grinned 
arid ("wimentend- that""trs*a"frte' 
world." 


Taft, icgarded as a leading can- 


didate for the GOP nomination, 
said he ha.sn't made up his mind 
finally whether he will run. How- 
ever, Truman has named Taft as 
the man he would like to see the 
Republicans nominate. 


"Senator Biewstcr is entitled to 


his opinion but he is speaking for 
himself, not me," Tuft said. 


Brewster's proposal came after 


Monroe Sweetland, Oregon Demo- 
cratic state chairman, said he had 
told Truman the In tier's name 
would be filed in the Oregon presi- 
dential primary next May. 


The primary is an open one, in 


which a candidate's name may be 
entcied without his consent. Sweet- 
land said petitions already are 
being circulated to enter Senators 
Douglas (D-I11) and Kcfauver (D- 
Tenn). 


If Truman beats Douglas and 


Kefauver in the Oregon vote, their 
potential candidacies would suffer 
a severe blow. Both senators have 
said they aren't running for the 
nomination.

House Okays 
Record Arms 
Spending Bill 


Nearly Six Billion 
Voted for Military; 
On Vote of 352-5 


WASHINGTON— (AP) — 


The house today authorized 
the largest single military 
construction program ever 
presented to congress in war 
or peace. It calls for spending 
$5.768,720,000. 


The roll call vote was 352 


to 5. 


The major portion of th« pro- 


posed work, $3,480,661,000, is allot- 
ted the air force and will be used 
to strengthen its bases in this 
country, in the territories and 
overseas. 


The sum of $1,368,025,000 is ear- 


marked for army construction and 
$786,267,000 for the navy. In addi- 
tion, there is about $133,766,000 
for joint projects and for construc- 
tion of recreational and welfare 
facilities at bases. 


The bill simply authorizes the 


progiam-. Actual funds will have to 
be supplied later. The military 
services are asking $4,600,000,000 
to get the work under way. 


This is in addition to th» ?56,- 


000,000,000 military appropriations 
measure for 1952, passed by the 
house last week. 


The house passed the authoriza- 


tion measure after rejecting- an 
attempt to strike out of the bill a 
$19,019,000 project for expansion 
of the Grandview, Mo., air base in 
President Truman's home county. 
That action cam* on a voice, vote.

The tour is being sponsored by 


the Le« County Health depart- 
ment, th» Lea County Tubercujo- 
sls association and the Lee County 
Medical society. Local commit- 
tees have been formed in each 
community to be visited by the 
mobile unit in order that every 
adult havt his or her 
cheat 


examined.

Hearst, the publisher, died to- 
day. He was 88. 


The man whose chain of 


American newspapers repre- 
sented a $200,000,000 enter- 
prise at its peak, succumbed 
n a coma at his home here. 


He had been in ill health for 


some time and periodically in re- 
cent years there were reports that 
he was dying, but hi* native 
strength repeatedly returned "Th« 
Chief" to active direction of his 
papers. 


Then yesterday Hearst sank into 


a coma. He died at 11:50 a.m. 
(CDT) today.

Question of Whether or Not 
To Buy Feeders Is at Hand 


BY LT. STICE 


TO FEED OR NOT TO FEED 


Several thousand corn-belt farm 
ers must soon decide whether they 
will feed cattle, how many an 
what kind they wil feed, and 
when and where they will bu; 
them. 


How these questions are de 


cided will be important to many 
people—the consumer, the butcher 
the producer of feeder cattle an( 
feeds, and above all to the feeder 
himself. 


Most Illinois feeders will spend 


from $5,000 to $50,000 for feeder 
cattle this fall. For each anima 
they buy they will probably need 
from $75 to $100 worth of feed 
Also, they must 
have barns 


fences, field bunks, and possiblj 
some hired labor. 


Large Investment 


Some feeders will invest as 


much in their cattle feeding en- 
terprises as the total worth of 
many farms. They will make such 
large investments and take the 
risks involved in the hope of mak- 
ing a profit. Each year some 
feeders are successful while others 
suffer losses. The coming year is 
likely to be no exception. 


TWO-WAY PROFIT. Profits in 


cattle feeding are made in two 
ways: 


1. By selling fat cattle at a 


higher price per pound than the 
feeders cost. 


2. By selling fat cattle at a 


higher price per pound than the 
cost of gain. 


When profits can be made in 


both ways, as has been possible 
in some recent years, cattle feed- 
ing is extremely attractive. But 
in the coming feeding seasons 
most of the profit will come from 
selling above cost of gain. 


Two Possibilities 


NARROW MARGINS. Prices of 


feeder cattle are now near ceiling 
prices on fat. cattle. There are two 
possibilities for feeders to ob- 
tain a substantial price margin 
between feeder cattle and fat cat- 
Lie: (1) a sharp decline in the 
price of foeder cattle and (2) a 
change in the live cattle compli- 
ance order, and possibly also in 
wholesale and retail ceilings on 
beef. 


Neither alternative is predict- 


able. However, there are , condi 
tion.s which might cause feeder 
cattle prices to weaken from prcs 
ent levels. 


CATTLE B E G I N N I N G TO 


MOVE. Cattle marketings were 
unusually light in June and July 
—nearly one-fifth below a year 
ago. But there are more cattle 
In the country. So apparently 
cattlemen have had 
plenty of 


rass, as well as confidence in 
'uture prices. And they have had 
no incentive to sell. 


Lower Feeder Prices 


The possibility for lower feeder 


cattle prices lies in heavy market- 
ings during the next 90 days. 
Some spots in the southwest are 
dry, and cattle are beginning to 
move. If these drouths continue 
and spread, the movement of grass 
cattle will pick up rapidly. 


PLENTY OF FEED IN THE 


CORN BELT. The greatest induce- 
ment to feed cattle is the pros- 
pective supply and price of corn 
and protein feeds. Even with more 
logs and poultry, supplies of these 
feeds will be adequate this year. 
And prices should be no higher in 
the past season. 
'

Some doctors do allow mod- 
erate quantities for those with 
high blood pressure, however. The 
effect of anger and excitement Is 
not » superstition; these emotions 
often cause the pressure to rise 
30 or 40 points In a few minutes.

BRIBERY MAKES CHILDREN 
FEEL WE OWE THEM LIVING \ 


By MURIEL LAWRENCE 


When Tom was nine, his school complained of his tardiness record. 


His father said, "Get to school on time—and I'll buy you an English 
bicycle with special brakes." 
When Tom was 17, his school reported that his marks were so 


poor he couldn't expect to graduate. 
His father said, "Graduate— 


and I'll give you a roadster of your own."

Tom didn't graduate. He was caught cheating in his final exams' 


and was expelled from school in disgrace. When his broken-hearted 
father protested, Tom said cheerfully, "What's the row about? 
YoU're in the price of my roadsted, arent' you?" 
That's just how young people are likely to think and talk when 


they have been bribed to do right—when we have paid for effort 
that should be freely given. 
When we promise a lollypop or a roadster as a reward for a 


child's effort to do what he ought to do, we throw his whole attitude 
out of line. 
We make his incentive a material gain instead of a gain of our 


appreciation. We substitute a thing for our encouragement, recog- 
nition and praise. Our confidence in his ability to get to school on 
time and pass his exams is what he needs to build his own confidence | 
in that ability. Instead, we deprive him, by our bribe, of the stuff 
that makes him respect and esteem himself. 
A young man just out of college interviewed a friend of mine 


who is the personnel manager*of a big engineering firm. 
Said the young man, "Pan you guarantee me a promotion in 


six months if I take this position?" 
"No, I can't," said my friend. 
"I won't even guarantee you a 


chance to earn a promotion in this organization. If you have so 
little confidence in your ability to earn promotion that you have 
to ask us to guarantee one to you, you're too unsure of yourself to 
work for us." 
THE PAY-OFFS KEEP GETTING BIGGER 
When we promise Betty a dime for putting her toys away neatly, t 


we may get the toys put away. But we have impoverished Betty1 
instead of enriching her. 


We have stolen from her the piece of self-esteem that she has 


earned by her obedience and orderliness. Instead of ending up with 
our appreciation and an increase of self-approval, Betty «nds up 
with the tenth part of a dollar. 
Parents who make a habit of bribing cluldien expose them- 


selves as fathers and mothers who have a poor quality of relation- 
ship with their youngsters. 
• 
•* 
We should not be discouraged, if this is true. If we have been 


using bribery to get Jane and Jim to perform as they should, we 
should frankly admit that we bribe because our appreciation is not 
a sufficient incentive. 
Then we can set about making ourselves into the kind of parents | 


whose encouragement and praise do inspire Jane and Jim to effort 
But if we keep on taking the short-cut and keep on handing out the 
dimes, we must remember that in bribery of children or anyone else, 
the pay-offs keep getting bigger all the time. 


The'•world does not subsidize effort before effort is made. If 


the young are taught that it does, their discovery that we have mis- 
guided them will make them bitter and maladjusted people. They're 
apt to become the kind of men and women who think that the rest 
of us owe them a living.

Search Smoldering Rubble 
For More Victims of B-50 
Crash; Eleven Known Dead 


SEATTLE — (AP) — Charred, 


smoldering rubble and melted me- 
tal marked the pyre today where 
at least 11 persons were consum- 
ed in gasoline-fed flames spewed 
out from a crashed B-50 air force 
bomber. 


Those who lived remembered the 


hot breath of death that swept 
through a hillside apartment house 
into which the medium bomber 
plunged yesterday afternoon mo- 
menta after taking off on a routine 
check-out flight. 


Dozens of persons in Seattle's 


south end industrial section saw 
the doomed plane suddenly lose 
altitude from 700 feet up and veer 
off sharply to the right. 


With its four engines churning 


at apparent full power, a wing 
dipped violently, the B-50 flicked 
against the side of a -brewery, 
then plowed into the frame and 
brick apartments on the hill be- 
hind. 


Six of the dead were members 


of the plane's crew—three air force 
men and three flight analysts from 
the nearby Boeing Airplane com- 
pany, maker of the B-50. 
The 


other five known victims were 
dwellers in the 49-unit apartment 
house whose entire north end~as 
destroyed. 


Firemen probed the still-hot de- 


bris until midnight, searching for 
the remains of others who might 
have been trapped in the inferno 
touched off by the plane's 3,500 
gallons of high test gasoline and 
300 gallons of oil. The hunt was 
to be resumed shortly after day- 
break. 


Twelve persons in the apartment 


building were painfully burned or 
injured in the impact or their 
escape from the lightning quick 
spread of the flames. 


Three residents were unaccount- 


ed for at an early hour today. 


Armistice Talks Still Snarled; 
Allies Ready for New Attack 


MUNSAN. KOREA — (AP)—

were when truce talks started 
July 10. 


Van Fleet, commander of the 


Eighth army,-commented: 


"The miltary feels we would like 


to have the opportunity to meet 
the Communists if they attack. It 
would be a real clobber. 


"I don't know of a better way 


to get it over faster. 


Enemy Needs Peace. 


"The enemy is hurting. He is 


in bad shape. He needs peace." 


Van Fleet's opinion of the abil- 


ity of the 8th army to meet a 
Red onslaught coincided with views 
expressed by Ridgway when the 
top Allied commander told about 
the Red build-up. 


Ridgway said the U.N. position 


was not inflexible, but that his 
troops must have a defensible po- 
sition during a truce approxi- 
mately along their present battle 
line. He said the U.N. won't go 
back to the 38th parallel, where 
the Reda want to set up a buffer 
zone. 


At Kaesong, just before nego- 


tiators adjourned until Wednesday, 
North Korean Lt Gen. Nam II, top 
Red envoy, wound up Tuesday's 
two-hour and 40-minute session by 
announcing the Red demand for a 
truce on the old political boundary 
line is unshakable.

EVANSTON, (AP) — Defense 


Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson said 
today the danger of a third world 
war is "greater than ever" and it

being lulled by Moscow's "sweet 
talk." Wilson said military and 
industrial strength is the only 
language Soviet Russia really un- 
derstands. 


Wilson made the statements be-

On the domestic front, he said 


that price control changes recent- 
ly directed by congress may mean 
meat black markets and living 
costs boosts of five to eight per 
cent.

ers. This may lead, he said, to 
"local meat famines—which the 
customer can avoid only by pay- 
ing illegal and extortionate prices 
for black market meat." 


Wilson said new rules directed 


by congress for calculating price 
ceilings will require higher prices 
and consequently higher wages.

Schools Vary 
In Covering 
Injury Cases 
Athletes Receive 
Full Protection 
At Few Colleges 


BY JOHN F. MAYHEW 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., • (AP)— 


Multi-million dollar college ath- 
letics covers its stock in trade 
the athlete—with a patch quilt" 
of protection against injury. 


That's the conclusion of an 


Associated Press survey of the 308 
member schools of the- National 
Collegiate 
Athletic 
association, 


control body for college athletics. 


The 165 schools that responded 


to a questionnaire provided these 
facts: 


1—About 25 per cent of the 


NCAA schools provide some kind 
of insurance protection for the 
injured athlete. 


2—About 15 per cent of the 


NCAA schools cover their athletes 
with a policy with a maximum 
liability of $500. About 3 per cent 
provide 
policies with 
greater 


maximum liability. 


Some Inhure Selves 


Others meet the threat of ath- 


letic injury through encouraging 
the student to insure himself, set- 
ting up an athletic fund for the 
purpose, or administering a fund 
set up by alumni or a combination 
of all or part of the three. 


Still others administer athletic 


programs under agreements with 
nearby hospitals and clinics. Most 
have training rooms with one or 
more trainers on hand, and stu- 
dent health services. Some have 
college hospitals on the campus. 


As a result, severe athletic in- 


jury throws the athlete on the 
mercy of the school's athletic gov- 
erning agency. In most cases, ad- 
ministrators, particularly in the 
larger schools, feel responsibility. 


Small Schools In Doubt 


However, the 'smaller schools, 


without benefit of huge football 
revenues, may feel otherwise. The 
March 30 injury of Springfield 
gymnast Daniel Rene, during an 
NCAA meet at University of 
Michigan, provided a case in which 
the boy had to meet a $3,000 hos- 
pital bill, aided only by a $500 
routine policy taken out by the 
school. 


Elsewhere last year, college in- 


jury costs ranged from less than 
$500 at many small schools to as 
much as $7,500 at University of 
Southern California and $6,500 at 
Ohio State university. The costs 
were met in a variety of ways. 


Wilson Surprised 


But K. L. (Tug) Wilson, secre- 


tary-treasurer of the NCAA and 
commissioner of the Western con- 
ference, was at a loss to explain 
the Rene case. 


"One of the first cases I have 


heard of in my 30-odd years of 
athletic work where the institu- 
tion didn't feel that it was its 
obligation to take care of the 
injury," he said. 


Compared with the colleges, the 


nation's high schools have a much 
more uniform program. Thirty- 
five of the 48 states boast some 
form of prep athletic injury pro- 
tection An athletic benefit plan is 
operated as part of the state high 
school athletic association pro- 
gram in 15 states. A separate ath- 
letic benefit company has been 
set up under insurance laws in 
four states. 


Policies Limited 


However, insurance policies in 


force at both the high school and 
college levels, only go so far. 
Neither 
p r o v i d e s 
protection 


against the severe injury. 


Spokesmen 
for 
both 
groups 


point out that the cost of com- 
plete coverage is far too great. 
For costs ranging up to about 
$12, the typical policy covers the 
athlete from late August until 
mid-June. It pays death benefits 
up to about $750, about $600 for 
loss of hands, legs, feet or eyes. 
Benefits for an operative frac- 
tured skull case range up to about 
$200. The policy covers numerous 
small items such as $2.00 for ex- 
traction of a tooth.

Estimate 4,500 Missing Held 


Red PW's in North Korea 


By SPENCER DAVIS 


SAN FRANCISCO — (AP) — 


Unofficial estimates indicated to- 
day that, of 10,624 Americans of- 
ficially listed as missing in action 
in Korea, as many as 4,500 prob- 
tbly are being held in Communist 
*'ar prisoner camps. 


This figure comes from allied 


military sources which cannot be 
named but which are in as good 
position as anyone on the allied 
side to know the score on this 
hush-hush matter. 
* 


The prisoners are said to be con- 


fined near Kanggye, deep inside 
North Korea about 20 air miles 
from the Manchurian frontier. 


Reliable information 
reaching 


, «lied authorities said Chinese Red 
leaders do not wa'nt allied prison- 
ers transferred to Chinese soil. To 
do so would destroy the Commu- 
nist contention that only Chinese 


"volunteers" are fighting in Korea. 


Estimate 10,000 


The number of American and 


other U.K. prisoners never has 
been announced by the Reds. Allied 
sources estimate the total number 
at approximately 10,000. 


The Communist Peiping radio 


has carried 
over a period of 


months the names of approximate- 
ly 1,000 Americans it has said 
were being held in Korea. The Red 
radio released the names a few at 
a time in propaganda broadcasts 
from January through early July. 
There have been numerous dupli- 
cations. 


Invariably the broadcasts, pur- 


porting to be messages written by 
the prisoners themselves;* stressed 
that the men were being -well 
treated. Most of the "messages" 
urged that foreign troops be With- 


drawn from Korea -so the war 
could end. 


No More Broadcast* 


Since 
the 
Kaesong 
military 


armistice conference opened July 
10, and the question of troop with- 
drawals was deffered until a later 
conference at a higher level, the 
Red radio has made no further 
broadcasts of prisoner messages. 


Allied authorities have said little 


about the treatment of prisoners 
for fear that a chance remark 
might anger the Reds and make 
life harder for the prisoners. 


Even men .who have escaped 


from the Reds, or have been liber- 
ated, have been cautioned not to 
say anything that might react 
against their comrades. 


However, a group of 18 marines 


who escaped last April on the cen- 
tral front confirmed that prison- 
ers were fed the same food as 
Communist troops and were given 
medical attention. 


Marine Maj. Andrew . 


'Francisco, w.ho. conducted the freed 
marines back to the U.S. from 
Korea, said in an interview that 
the men reported they were well 


cared for. by Chinese standards. 


The apparent purpose for this 


good care was to weaken the re- 
sistance 
of hard-fighting: allied 


troops and make them surrender 
more easily. If it became known 
that the Communists were "easy" 
on their captives, the Reds reason- 
ed that the enemy would not fight 
so hard to avoid capture. 


Before releasing 
a group of 


men, 
the Communists require them 


to attend "school" eight hours a 
day for indoctrination courses on 
Communism. 


All 
prisoners 
attend 
school. 


Every third day they are given 
written tests on their studies. 


Allied sources are reticent on the 


effectiveness of these courses. 


The allies have announced they 


hold 164.766 counted prisoners of 
war. Most of them are North Ko- 
reans.

Frisco Ready for Propaganda 
By Gromyko on Jap Treaty

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


Russians are coming to San Fran- 
cisco Sept. 4 to fire some more 
anti-American 
propaganda, this 


time over the Japanese peace 
treaty which this country has 
taken the lead in working out. 


On that date this country, in- 


vited 50 of its wartime partners 
to the coast city to discuss, agree 
on, and sign the treaty which Is 
ivainly the work of John Foster 
Dulles. Republican lawyer working 
for the state department. 


Not every country is satisfied 


with all parts of the treaty which 
already has been distributed for 
examination 
and 
criticism 
in 


draft, form. But the most strenu- 
ous objection 
has come from 


Russia. 


Not Murh Talk 


Although the treaty has been 


in the works for a couple of 
years.' it doesn't seem to have 
attracted much attention from, 
or discussion by, the American 
public. 


Maybe that's because the war, 


now six years ended, seems far 
away, or Russia has become the 
big center of attention or the 
public is just glad to get the 
loose ends of that war cleared 
up. 


Or it may be the public feels 


the Japanese can be trusted now 
as an American ally in any 
trouble with Russia. And it's on 
that very point that Russia will 
have plenty to say. 


Under the treaty, as proposed 


by the U.S., the Japanese will be 
able to rearm the U.S. will be 
able, by agreement with the, Jap- 
anese, to keep large military 
forces in Japan just in case of 
trouble with Russia. 


Strongest Outpntt 


Japan will become this coun- 


try's strongest 
Pacific outpost. 


After looking at the proposed 
treaty, the Russians at first said 
they wouldn't take part in the 
San Francisco meeting at all. Yes- 
terday they said they'd send a 
delegation. 


Since the treaty points In dis- 


pute between this country and 
Russia are so fundamental, it's 
impossible to believe the Russians 
will change their minds and sign 


or that this country will alter the 
treaty to please Russia. 


So the only purpose for the 


Russian delegation in San Fran' 
Cisco must be to make more anti- 
American propaganda and perhaps 
try to line up some of the other 
50 nations against the U.S. 


The state department had hoped 


the treaty conference could be 
ended in a week. But now that 
Russia is coming it may drag 
on for many week*, unless thla 
country can find some way to 
make the Russians shut up. 


Will Walk Out 


In the end, after delaying, ob- 


structing and propagandizing, the 
Russians seem sure to walk out. 
By that time the American public, 
and people elsewhere, will have 
been made more conscious of the 
treaty. 


Andrei Gromyko, Russia's dep- 


uty foreign minister, will head the 
Soviet delegation. It was only last 
spring that the same Gromyko 
set something of a record for 
propagandizing the West. 


Last fall Russia proposed that 


the foreign ministers of the U.S., 
Russia. France and England meet 
to settle the world's problems. 
There 
was 
some 
international 


hemming-and-hawing on this. 


As usual, before the foreign 


ministers could meet, their depu- 
ties had 'to meet and agree on 
what the ministers should talk 
about, if and when they met. 


Gromyko and the deputies of the 


other 
three 
countries met 
In 


Paris in the spring. They met 75 
times and still couldn't agree on 
what the ministers should .discuss. 
Then they quit and the foreign 
ministers never met. 


But Gromyko—acting, of course 


on instuction from, Moscow—used 
the 75 days for a lot of propa- 
ganda, blaming the West's re- 
arming for the world's jittery 
shape.

Hole That Pete Dug Helped to 
Ironize America's Muscles 


By HAL BOYLE 


v%UBBING. Minn.—(AP)—Back 


i;n 1892 a lumber camp rosutabout 
named Pete was digging a well 
near here. 


He complained that after dig- 


ging through six feet of sticky red 
clay his shovel hit a substance 
easier to spade through but it was 
"heavy as iron." 


Jim Kennedy, another lumber- 


man, heard him and pondered the 
^remark. He sent for Frank- Hib- 
\mg. a mining man. Hibbing went 
into the well, sifted the heavy 
earth and said: 


"Yep, boys. Iron, for sure—and 


it seems to be rich." 


Birth of Mesabi 


That was the birth of the world's 


largest iron mine in the heart of 
the great Mesabi range, for half 
a cenutry a wellspring of Amer- 
ica's industrial might. 
, ,|Today the spade that roustabout 
rate held has,been replaced by 
huge electric shovels that take up 
10 tons at a single bite. The well 
Pete started has grown into a 
vast pit covering 1,450 acres.. It 


is almost 500 feet deep, up to a 
mile wide, and three and one-half 
miles long. 


It is a great man-made Grand 


Canyon of fantastic colors—beau- 
tiful layers of red, yellow, purple 
and black, and of fantastic wealth. 


Since stripping began here in 


1895 the "Big Hole" has yielded 
496,558,000 tons of ore averaging 
50 to 62 per cent iron. Today it 
is worth about $7.50 a ton. But 
at an average price of $5 a ton 
over the years the tremendous pit's 
output has been almost $2,500,000,- 
000. 


Out of all this wealth poor, for- 


gotten Pete probably never even 
got the price of a new. shovel. His- 
tory doesn't even bother to record 
whether his well produced water. 


But it did help build and arm 


America. 


"This ore pit produced 25 per 


cent of the iron used in the last 
World war," said John Hurding, 
Jr., a general superintendent for 
the Oliver Mining company. 


This company, largest of sev- 


eral mining the pit, dug 100,000, 
000 tons during the war years. 
This year it will get out only about 
6,000,000 tons, for "the Hole" has 
passed its peak. It is a declining 
giant, so far as the production of 
high grade ore is concerned. 
/ 


But there are tremendous re- 


serves of low-grade or taconite 
ore, and ways are being found to 
process it. 


"The ingenuity 
of Minnesota 


miners can assure ample ore sup- 
plies for generations to come," 
says R. T. Elstad, president of the 
Oliver company, a subsidiary of 
U. S. Steel.
